The analysis of the lessons given or prepared by the students shows 

that the ground of instruction is well covered. The Language lessons 
induded Latin, French and German; Mathematical instruction included 
lessons in Euclid and Algebra, besides Arithmetic. In English Literature, 
readings were taken from Plutarch’s “ Lives ” and Browning. Lessons were 
also given in English History and Physical Geography and in Natural 
History. The Nature Note Books, which have long been a special feature 
in the House of Education, continue to be carefully kept, and render the 
instruction in Natural History especially good. Various Diills are practised, 
and the excellent work of the drill sergeant deserves special mention. The 
senior students continue to have the opportunity of being responsible for 
the conduct of the children in the Boarding Home, taking entire charge 
of it in turn. This, together with their practice in the schoolroom and their 
theoretical studies, gives them a good preparation for the duties which they 
intend to undertake as governesses in private families. A most useful lesson 
in simple Cookery, evidently much needed, was excellently given by Miss 
Firth to two of the students. 

Under Miss Hodgson vaiious kinds of Handicrafts are practised with 
considerable success. These include cardboard and carton work (affoiding 
an excellent training in exactness), woodcarving, clay modelling, leather" 01 ^* 
bent ironwork, carpet making, besides needlework, knitting and embroidery. 

It is gratifying to learn that some of the former students of the House 
of Education have been active in assisting to spread home industries in P 
both of England and Ireland.

Examiner’s Rfport, Easter, 1899. 

« xhe results of the Examination are, on the whole, again satisfactory. 
The number of papers marked 4 excellent 9 is about 5 per cent, higher than in 
the Christmas Examination. Botany in Classes III. and IV., and Natural 
History in Classes I. and III., is distinctly good, and shows improvement. 
The subject has clearly had careful study. The answers in many cases are 
illustrated by very good sketches. History again is excellent; Greek History, 
however, being weak in some cases. Composition and English Grammar are 
very fair. Brushdrawing, Dictation and Writing are generally very good, 
whilst there are many papers of great merit, especially in drawing of twigs. 
Euclid shows some improvement, several papers being decidedly good ; and 
the few who attempted Algebra have made a very fair beginning. The Bible 
Lessons show some falling off from the high standard almost invariably 
reached in previous examinations, and this, although allowance has been 
made for questions set outside the portion assigned for the term’s study. In 
Arithmetic, Class III. found generally questions two and four too difficult, 
and in Class IV. there were a few cases of almost total failure— recurring 
decimals and stocks not being understood.”

la) L adies (young ladies especially) who undergo training not with 
( } fview to teaching, but solely to enable them to fulfil the more 
intelligently any natural guardianship of children to which they 
may be called. The admission of these does not depend on a 
preliminary examination. 

(h) Primary Governesses: that is, ladies who desire to qualify as 
{) governesses to young children. These must pass an easy 
entrance examination as a test of general knowledge. 

U) Secondary Governesses: that is, ladies who wish to qualify as 
governesses to more advanced pupils. These should, as a rule, 
hold certificates of attainments, though such certificates are not 
indispensable, as the entrance examination affords a test. 

French and German govtrnesses who have undergone training at the 
House of Education are in very great request. So, too, are trained English 
governesses who hold diplomas earned abroad ; and, also, ladies who have 
studied at either of the Women’s Colleges. 

The work of this college is entirely Training and not Teaching : it may 
be classed broadly under the following heads : — 

I. Psychology, Ethics, and the History and Philosophy of Education. The 

aim of Education, as presented to the students, is, To produce a 
human being, at his best physically, mentally, morally, and 
religiously— quickened by the enthusiasms of religion, of goodness, 
of nature, of knowledge, of art, of literature, and of manual work.

The House of Education is carried on in a finely situated building 
(including Lecture Room, Practising School, &c.) f in its own beautiful 
grounds, all the students being under one roof. 


The House of Education Certificate, which is awarded to successful 
students at the end of their training, upon their Examination m the Theory 
and Practice of Education, guarantees practical skill in teaching, some 
knowledge of the principles of Physical, Psychical, Ethical, Intellectual, and 
Religious Education ; and that the student is instiucted to train nerve and 
muscle, faculty, will, and conscience in such wise as to work towards the 
fullest development of children committed to her care. It also certifies a 
knowledge of methods of teaching and of text books ; and that the student 
is in touch with advanced educational thought. It attests, too, that the 
student is trained to educate the hand by means of useful and delightful 
Home Arts. This certificate testifies, in a word, to some degree of the “ all 
round ” qualifications necessary to those who take in hand the education of 
boys up to ten years of age, and of girls up to the age of sixteen or seventeen. 
At that age the girl should be able to specialise, and the aid of the highly 
qualified specialist should be called in. 


The Certificate will be awarded only when the student shows herself 
possessed of the— to adapt a phrase — enthusiasm of childhood, which makes 
all work of teaching and training heart-service done to God.

‘‘Great pains are taken with the elements of Arithmetic and Geometry 
according to the best modern methods. In Reading, care was taken that 
from the earl.est stages the matter of the lesson should be of true literary 
merit Closely connected with this study is the excellent practice of narrating 
beautiful legends of Greece and Rome and other countries, which the 
children reproduce n their own words. Reading, Conversation, Narraiive. 
Recitation, and Composition are taught in such a way that they form one 
study under various aspects which greatly helps to the masteiy of the English 
language, besides encouraging a taste for Literature. 

“ The basis of Geographical instruction is local Geography. The children 
learn to trace for themselves in the course of walks such tracts of the past 
history of the earth as throw light upon its present condition. In this way 
value is given to collections of mineials, fossils and pebbles, and to 
observations of the course of neighbouring brooks, and the forms of hills and 
valleys. 

“ History is taught with reference to pictures and extracts from co- 
temporary writers, and the series of events in time is impressed by the 
effective device of a network of squares in which symbols of leading facts aie 
drawn by the children. 

“A lesson in which Literature and Art were combined in a most 
a ttractive manner deserves special mention. A poem by Browning 
considered in connection with a photograph of the picture b) Lippo L p}. 

°A Which the poem was founded. The various figures in the picture were 
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identified, and in this way the connection between the poem and the picture 
was explained, so that the one interpreted the other. The picture was then 
studied from an artistic point of view, and the leading lines were blocked 
out on paper, so as to show how the various parts combine to concentrate 
the attention on the leading thought. 

‘‘The students are accustomed to refer to numerous books and other 
sources of information in order to find suitable illustrations, and hence 
the matter of even the simplest lessons contains something of permanent 
inteiest and value. The lessons in Drawing and in Pictorial Art, which 
are given by Miss Sumner and Mrs. Firth, are of untold value in this 
connection. 

“Lessons in French, German, and Italian are given with special 
reference to conversation. 

“ Miss Stirling continues her instruction in Physiology and a series of 
physical exercises is taught by the drill sergeant with excellent effect. 

“ The first steps in Music, both vocal and instrumental, are taught by 
the methods which have been designed by Mr. and Mrs. Curwen. 

“Natural History and the Nature Note-books continue to be in charge 
of Miss Hodgson, and to her also is due a great variety of handicraft, 
including Clay modelling, Cardboard work, Book-binding, Leather work, 
Basket weaving, Embroidery, and plain Needlework. 

‘Ihe advantages of Nature Study and Handwork are obvious. Besides 
strengthening the understanding they afford a source of endless amusement 
and occupation. Where these are pursued, the lives of children need never 
be dull, monotonous, or unintelligent. 

'“The second-year students were also examined in the History Theory

Examiner’s Report, Easter, 1900. 


“ The Examiner is glad to be able to report that the results of the Easter 
Examination are most satisfactory in all respects. The most noticeable feature 
is the uniformly even excellence of the papers and the remarkably small 
number of bad and indifferent ones. The weak points noticed in the last 
examination still remain such, but in these subjects there is real and most 
decided improvement. 

"The only subject needing any special comment is the Arithmetic of 
Class IV., and this, owing mainly to the difficult working required, has not 

been so well mastered; yet many praiseworthy attempts at solution have been 
made. 

"The diagrams and sketch-maps to illustrate the answers to questions 
and which wherever attempted have been very well done, are points deserving 
of credit for their value as an educational method.

Three Years. 

To help Mothers to give their children such teaching as should confirm 

them in the Christian Religion. 

To give the knowledge necessary for the care and development of children 
in sickness and health. 

To set forth the principles of Education, and methods based on those 
principles. 

To enable Mothers to awaken their children’s interest in Nature, and 
give them their first ideas. 

The work for the first year is elementary and not difficult. It fairly 
covers the principles of, and suggests good methods for, the physical, moral, 
mental, and religious training of children; and includes the knowledge 
necessary to give children their first inspiring ideas about the natural world 

Much of the matter is familiar; but it is one thing to read a work 
carelessly, and quite another to study it definitely with a view to examination. 

The year’s work may be done by reading at the rate of about 100 pages a 
week for ten months. The order of this reading is left to the student. 

The work of the two succeeding years gradually increases in difficulty, 
but is never very stiff. 

The examinations will fall twice a year — the first week in Yune and the 
first week in December ; examination papers will then be sent to the students. 

The final examination on Human Physiology and Hygiene will be for the 
diploma of the National Health Society .
